At the annual conference of delegates 
from the Gaelic League branches all over 
the country, which opened yesterday at 25 
Rutland square, Dublin, a resolution was 
adopted requesting the Civil Service Com- 
missioners to withdraw the rule made by 
them with regard to Roman type. 

A Cork delegate said that he knew of 
one teacher who used Roman type in his 
school, and the inspector lowered his 
merit mark because he had used it. When 
they had different -departments of the 
Government working against each other in 
that way, it was not right to have com- 
pulsion for either type. 

Another delegate said that it would be 
a great advantage to the Irish language if 
many of the books in Irish at present used 
in the schools were burned.  Senseless 
lessons on points of grammar were being 
shoved down the throats of the children, 
and it was no wonder they were getting 
sick of this teaching. 

In the course of a discussion centre- 
ing around the Gaeltacht, divergent views 
were expressed as to whether the Execu- 
tive Committee should be empowered to 
make a bargain with Fianna Fail. A 
delegate stated that it would be bad for 
the Gaelic League to run after any 
political party. The proposal, which was 
in the form of an amendment, fell 
through. | 

The conference requested, Gaels through- 
out the country to see to it that no 
English-speaking nurses, doctors, dentists 
or Civic Guards be selected in any district 
where they would have anything to do 
with the schools.

“ SITUATION NOT SATIS- 
FACTORY YET.”’ 

A report from Belfast stated that splendid 
progress had been made during the past year. 
When the work started the spirit of the 
people was very low, particularly in the dis- 
tricts along the Border. That spirit of apathy 
was being steadily overcome, and flourishing 
branches were now doing good work there. 
This improvement had come about naturally, 
not so much the result of propaganda, but 
rather as the spontaneous response to the 
national demand. Feiseanna had been re- 
vived, and considerable help had heen given 
hy provincial newspapers. The position of 
Irish in the schools in the Six Counties was 
slowly improving, but the situation was not 
yet satisfactory. Scholarships were being 
founded to enable children to be sent to 
Tirconnell and other Gaelic districts, so that 
they could perfect themselves in .the 
language. The Gaelic League and the Gaelic 
Athletic Association were working together 
with very good results. 

THE BELFAST BLAS. 

The President (Lord Ashbourne) expressed 
his satisfaction at the report from Belfast. 
He remembered the time when some of the 
young people of Belfast attempted to speak 
Irish with the accent of Cork or Kerry with 
the Belfast bias. Now inatters were in much 
a better way, and the young people were to 
be heard speaking good Irish in the streets 
of the Northern capital and other places. 
The language was making headway in the 
North, and the people of the Six Counties 
were learning the language in spite of the 
restrictions which were placed upon it in 
the schools. 

In his opinion it was necessary that the 
lawyers should have a working knowledge of 
the language. He should like to see a book 


iby Mr. Justice Meredith on law translated 


into Irish and studied by all lay persons. 

As to the association of the Gaelic League 
with politics, he did not regard that as pre- 
judicial to the language; but nothing should 
he allowed to hinder the advancement of the 
language from the national point of view.

(” Máire”) also spoke against compulsion 
being used in support of the use of the 
Roman type in printing Irish books. 

Maire said that writers were being forced 
to use Roman letters by the person who was 
in charge of the publication of Irish books 
in the Department of Education. 

The addendum was defeated, and the re- 
solution was adopted. 

Dr. MacEnri proposed a resolution from 
the Galway County Committee complaining 
that history books at present used in the 
secondary schools were inimical to Irish 
uationality, and requesting the Government 
to forbid the use of such books, «und not 
to permit any books to be used in the teach- 
ing of Irish history that had not been 
examined by the Department of Education 
and sanctioned as being free from dangers 
to Irish nationality. 

Dr. MacEnri said that he would like to 
see the resolution extended to include thie 
national schools and English, as well as his- 
history. fooks were being used in the 
schools in Galway at present that were more 
suitable for children in London: than for 
children in Ireland. 

“SENSELESS LESSONS.” 

Mr. C. Breathnach said that it would be 
many of the books in Irish at present used 
in the schools were burnt. Senseless lessons 
on points of grammar were being shoved 
down the throats of the children, and it 
was no wonder they were getting sick of this 
teaching. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Mr. D.. Ciechan, on bebalf of the Gaelic 
Teachers’ Association, moved that the Execu- 
tive Committee be requested to prepare a 
scheme of Irish competitions in drama with- 
out further delay. He said that he was 
satisfied of the value of dramatic acting in 
the promotion of the cause of the language, 
and they had evidence of that in Cork. If 
dramatic societies were set up in every dis- 
trict in which there was a branch of the 
League it would be a good step in advance. 

Mr. Sean O H, Aonghusa seconded, and 
said that he fully agreed with the proposer. 
He wished to see the Ard Feis spirit revived, 
and he believed that the Executive Com- 
mittee could do much to forward the object 
of the motion, 

The motion was passed. 


THE GAELTACHT. 

There were several resolutions on the 
agenda in reference to the Gaeltacht. 

Mr. C. Breathnach proposed a resolution 
from the Coiste Gnotha asking the people of 
the Gaeltacht to use their strength in opposi- 
tion to the neglect of the recommendations 
of the Gaeltacht Commission, and asking the 
Coiste Gnotha to establish a representative 
committee to keep the question before the 
public, 

Miss M. Ni Raghallaigh seconded. 

Mr. McGinley proposed as an amendment 
that the Executive Committee be empowered 
to make a bargain with Fianna Fail, giving 
that organisation the support of the Gaelic 
League at the next general election if that 
party gave a satisfactory guarantee that they 
would make the Gaeltacht question a national 
question.

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TERRITORIAL 
WATERS. 
THE “I'M ALONE” CASE. 
(By BOLTON C. WALLER.) 


F the three ‘subjects to be considered 
at the coming League of Nations 


. Conference for the Codification of Interna- 


tional Law one is the law relating to terri- 
torial waters. Its inclusion means that it 
is regarded as one of the departments of 
international law which are at present 
most fully developed and therefore most 
ripe for codification. Nevertheless, the 
incident of the ‘‘I’m Alone ” shows the 
world how much is still uncertain, and 
how real the need is for the nations to 
reach a clear understanding as to the 
extent of the powers they may exercise at 
sea. Here we have a vessel sunk, with 
loss of life, by the police vessel of a 
friendly country, and it is uneertain not 
merely whether the former committed any 
offence, but whether, supposing it was 
committed, the latter had at any time the 
right to challenge her, still less to sink 
her in the manner and where she did. Not 
merely the facts, but ulso the law to be 
applied, are in dispute. 

1n older days it was considered proper 
and natural that strong maritime lowers 
should control, and virtually own, seas 
adjacent to their coasts. Venice claimed 
the Adriatic, England the North Sea. 
When, however, at the close of the 
fifteenth century, Spain and Portugal, 
relying on Bulls of Pope Alexander VI., 
proceeded to share out between them the 
whole of the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, 
other countries came to feel that maritime 
domains were becoming excessive. One 
result was the wars against Spain waged 
by England in Elizabethan and later 
times. A more important result, from the 
jezal standpoint, was the Mare Liberum 
of Grotius, in which he maintained that 
the sea could not be the private property 
of any State. 


THE HIGH SEAS ARE FREE. 


That view has gradually won its way— 
the more easily since the complete elimina- 
tion of piracy, except in some remote 
parts of the globe. has made unnecessary 
the .constant policing of the high seas. 
The high seas are free, in the sense in 
which Grotius used the word. No nation 
claims to exercise sovereignty over thei. 
Such law as must be exercised ove 
persons at sea is in general exercised on 
the principle that every country may apply 
its own law to all persons sailing on ships 
which fly its flag. 

Yet, if the seas are free, the question 
arises how far from land a’ country’s 
authority extends. Obviously it must 
have full jurisdiction over its own 
harbours. An example from recent Irish 
history will illustrate the point. It will 
be remembered that. about the year 1923, 
the Government of Northern Ireland kept 
a number of suspects interned upon a ship 
named the “ Argenta,” which was moored 
in Belfast Lough. The bright suggestion 
was made at the time that all the Free 
State Government had to do, in order to 
free the internees, was to send a vessel 
into Belfast Lough and tow the ‘‘Argenta’’ 
out, the contention being that, when the 
Six Counties opted ont of the Free State, 
they did not take their territorial waters 
with them, and that these, therefore, in- 
eluding Belfast Lough itself, remained 
under Free State jurisdiction 


TERRITORIAL WATERS, 


There probably was nothing in the con- 
tention : it is mentioned merely as showing 
the difficulties which would arise if 
countries did not exercise control for some 
distance off their coasts. But how íar! 
“ Historically,’’ savs Brierly in “ The 
Law of Nations,’’ “the theory on which the 
law of territorial waters was founded has 
been that they extend to the range within 
which the sea can be commanded by guii- 
fire from the land.’’ The principle was 
laid down by a Duteh lawyer—‘ Imperium 
ferre fhir ubt finitur  armorum 
potestas.’’ As the range of gunfire varied 
and extended, it became increasingly diffi- 
cult to know how this principle should be 
applied. At the end of the eighteenth 
century the maximum range was about 
three miles, and since that time Great 
Britain has sought to have that distance 
established as the limit of territorial 
waters. The majority of maritime coun- 
tries, though not all, have agreed to that 
limit, which, though fixed in a quite 
arbitrary fashion, has proved conveni@nt 
fur most purposes. Conundrums in 
plenty have been raised by bays and 
islands, but, in general, it is plain enough 
that a State exercises full jurisdiction as 
far as three miles from its coasts, but 
not beyond that limit. 


“HOT PURSUIT.” 


Though convenient for most purposes, 
the three-mile limit has in some cases 
proved disadvantageous. In order to sup- 
press the slave trade conventions were 
made permitting countries to capture 
slavers on the high seas. (Countries have 
made laws for the regulation of fishing 
well beyond the limit. Recently the 
United States, in her efforts to stop rum- 
running, has made conventions with a 
number of countries, including Great 
Britain, by which she may stop and search 
suspected rum-runners so far ag an hour’s 
sail outside the three-mile limit. This 
gives a distance of about twelve miles 
from the coast. It is under this conven- 
tion that the right is maintained of the 
American coastguard authorities to have 
stopped the “I'm Alone.’’ It will be 
seen that that right depends, not on a 
generally accepted principle of interna- 
tional law, but on a convention made 
between the two countries to deal with 


particular circumstances. The question at 


issue here is whether the ‘I’m Alone,’’ 
when first summoned, was within the 
specified distance or not. 

In enforcing the three-mile, or any 
other limit, another question arises. If 
a vessel summoned to stop when inside 
the limit can simply dodge outside the 
limit, and then, so to speak, snap its 
fingers at the policeman, obviously the 
jurisdiction exercised is made an 
absurdity. - Henee has arisen what is 
called the doctrine of “hot pursuit,’’ 
This means that, when a suspect vessel is 
ordered to stop inside the limit and refuses 
to do so, it may be pursued out to sea, 
provided that the pursuit is undertaken 
immediately and is carried out con- 
tinuously. Jt is on this doctrine that the 
Americans rely for the actual pursuit and 
sinking of the “Tm Alone’’; but it 
must appear, if the facts are as reported. 
that the doctrine was strained up to, if 
not beyond, breaking-point. 


A CHANCE FOR THE HELGA.

~Olter Hunting 
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: Birds’ Language : 
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Belfast in the 17th Century. 


Belfast people wil] be surprised to know 
that during the seventeenth century 
Sabbath observance was strictly enforced 
in their town, and that attendatice at 
church was compulsory under pains and 
penalties. For being absent from church 
a householder was fined five shillings, a 
married woman half-a-crown, and every 
servant one shilling. No wine or ale was 
allowed to be sold during church hours, 
under a penalty of six shillings and eight- 
pence. 

Another curious custom was the lending 
out of cloaks on hire at funerals by the 
Church authorities. The price charged 
ranged from one shilling to fifteen 
shillings, according to quality, and the 
number of cloaks worn indicated the social 
position of the deceased. 

The town was protected at that time 
from felons, rogues and wood kernes by 
the inhabitants, who were all special 
constables and liable to imprisonment, or 
a fine of five pounds ‘‘if they failed to be 
at the service of the King or good of the 
town.” 

It is also interesting to know how Bel- 
fast streets were illuminated in those days. 
To prevent danger to persons walking in 
the night about their lawful occupations, 
the inhabitants in every street and lane, 
from the 29th of September until the 25th 
of March, were compelled to hang out 
of their respective doors or windows one 
lighted lantern from the hour of seven 
o'clock until ten at night, except on 
moonlight nights, under a penalty of six- 
pence per night. 

The amusements were balls, horse-racing 
and the Royal sport of cock-fighting. 
“ Cock-fighting in the morning and a ball 
in the evening tor the Jadies.’’ But Lis- 
burn beat Belfast in the former amuse- 
ment, for there was cock-fighting there 
every evening. 


A French Marshal's Descendant. 


The Marshal MacMahon, President of 
France. is a well-known name upon the 
list of Irishmen who have won distinction 
in the armies of France. It is less known 
that there lived until recently at a place 
called Shragh, in West Claré, a co-lateral 
descendant of the Marshal President who 
exhibited, if with some eccentricity, the 
forceful personality of his stock. John 
Edward MacMahon, known as Johneen 
Neddy, cefied every effort of priest, land- 
lord and (.1.B. to dislodge him from his 
turf cottage which, small and smoky, 
could be entered only on all-fours. There 
lank, sallow, bent and enigriatic he lived 
his life, the dread of the neighbourhood 
as a seer and interpreter of ancien! 
prophecies, and as a walker with the 
Danaans. During the troubled times he 
gained a local political reputation, and 
was consulted with awe as having the 
latest tip on the course of events from the 
supernatural stable. 


His Strategy. 


Occasionally, tired of working his 
meagre holding, he would retire for a rest 
to the Kilrush Workhouse, where he per- 
sisteiitly refused labour of any kind. At 
last the Mother Superior, who looked after 
things there, vexed at this idleness, gave 
hun a supply of cabbage roots, bidding 
him set them and tuke care to give the 
roots plenty of room. Whereupon Johneen 
Neddy exhibited the family strategic 
faculty. Returning a while later the 
Mother Superior found that he had done 
what he had been told. He had set the 
eabbage plants, and their roots had plenty 
of room: they were in the air. Jobneen 
Neddy MacMahon was not asked again to 
work in the workhouse. 


The Sculling Championship. 


The arrangements being made for a 
match on the Thames between H. A. 
Barry and Major Goodsell prompt a corre- 
spondent to comment upon the fact that 
the sculling championship of the world 
has remained almost exclusively an 
English and Australian preserve during 
the past hundred years. From 1831 to 
1876 the title was held by Englishmen. 
There had been a number of Australian 
challengers and one American. In 1880 
E. Hanlon, the only Canadian to hold the 
title, beat Trickett, the Australian holder. 
Australians held the title from 1884 until 
1896, when an American won; 1907 found 
a New Zealander in possession, and in 
1912 ¥. Barry, father of the present 
holder, won the championship for 
England, being the first English winner 
since 1876, While still holding the title, 
Barry retired in 1020. From 1922 until 
December, of 1927, when young Barry 
beat Major Goodsell, the championship re- 
mained in Anstralia. 


Tax Tactics. 


Apropos of the recent paragraph in the 
“ Diary ” concerning the tax on sedan 
chairs levied by the Rotunda Hospital, 
writes a correspondent, ] find that the 
annual income from this source was £450

Che Clogh-Oir Stone. 


The ClogheOir Stone or ‘‘ Golden 
Stone” from which Clogher is said to 
have derived its name, has, with the con- 
sent of the Bishop of Clogher, been placed 
in the vestibule of St. Macartan’s 
Cathedral] to preserve it from the weather. 

The ClogheOir Stone is said to have 
been one of the three sacred stones of 
Erin, the others being the Lia Fail, or 
Stone of Destiny, which rests ynder the 
Coronation Chair in Westminster Abbey, 
and the Crom Cuagh, which is supposed 
to have bowed before St. Patrick. 

This famous stone, which has hitherto 
rested against the nerth wall of the 
Cathedrel, was visited at one time by 
Concobor MacNessa, High King of Ulster.

Trinity College Front. 


The facade of Trinity College, Dublin, 
looks much more imposing since the 
stone-work has been cleaned and pointed. 
When reading John Wesley's journal the 
other evening | was interested to note 
that in 1758, about this time of the year, 
he was in Dublin and was shown over the 
College. He “saw what was accounted 
most worthy of observation. The new 
front is exceeding grand, and the whole 
Bha (about as large as Peckwater in 
Christ Church) would be beautiful were 
not the windows too small, as everyone 
wil] see when the present fashion is out 
of date.” The front, when John Wesley 
must have seen it, was in its present 
condition, and had probably been so for 
about six months. It had been originally 
intended to cover the central gateway 
with a large dome, and to have two 
cupolas over the north and south ends. 
(One of these was actually erected, and 
had just been removed about this time. 
The cost of building was about £45,000, 
und was borne by the Irish Parliament. 


Trinity College Chapel. 


A few pages earlier in the Diary we 
read that he went to the College Chapel. 
(This was an older building, as the pre- 
sent one was not consecrated until 1798.) 
He says that there were about forty 
people there, and his comment is interest- 
ing as throwing some light on the 
customary behaviour in chapel of the 
people of that time. “I have never seen 
so much decency at any 
Oxford ; no, not even at Lincoln College 
| Wesley’s own College]. Scarce any per- 
son stirred or coughed or spit from the 
beginning to the end of the Service.”

Frequently I am reminded in these 
eolumns of the playful habit of American 
newspapers of developing a humorous 
verse into a chain of verses.

On the brightest noon 
in summer the place lies steeped in a 
sickly twilight and at night the illumina- 
tion makes one look round instinctively 
for the rushlights and farthing ‘dips’ of 
long ago. The man who nicknamed the 
place “The Catacombs’ had a flair for 
the fitting, The platforms are bare 
dingy, wind-swept structures, and any 
train should be hailed with joy so long 
as it provides a quick means of escape 
from such surroundings.”’ :

FLOTSAM AND JETSAM 
OF ESPIONAGE.

A Most any day, when you scan your 
morning paper, you will read of 
some strange occurrence on the Continent 
in which the chief actor is reported to 
Lave once served in the secret service of 
such-and-euch a country. Certain parte 
of Europe have always swarmed with 
these gentry, but since the World War 
they have multiplied exceedingly, i” 
they may not have waxed fat. T 
Government offices of the Balkan States 
afford a small living for battalions of 
them. English and American corre- 
spondents are besieged by them end 
occasionally derive accurate information 
from them. Their news is always 
sensational—it has at least that merit. 

Women who are still good-looking, men 
who still manage to look well-groomed— 
these are the living tragedies of 
international subterranean politics. These 
are the people who really know things, 
although they may be given to living in 
the past. Now and again a really 
sinart woman, or an obviously affluent 
man with quick eyes, invades the editorial 
oflices or the quarters of those who bring 
information, ‘‘comes through’’ with 
really important news and departs well 
paid. They are the exceptions. ‘The 
usual flotsam and jetsam of the stormy 
sea of international information are 
either pitiful or cheaply sinister. They 
are shabby. Some of them slink and 
whisper. The women are usually hard- 
faced except when they are trayic-eyed, 
with vestiges of past beauty. 


MYSTERIOUS LIVELIHOODS. 


Cursed with the curse that seems ‘o 
attach itself to so many people who have 
engaged in secret service, they eke out 
mysterious livelihoods. Who are they? 
Where do they come from? They are a 
curious study. While 1 was working for 
an allied Government I met many of 
them, and they ranged from unfrocked 
priests to cashiered officers, from 
covernesses to unsuccessful dancers, from 
actors who could not a“, to singers who 
could not sing. There were broken-down 
noblemen, waiters and journalists of 
sorts, caught in the net of intrigue by 
fur cleverer men than themselves, then 
cast aside, having served their purpose. 
Russians and Austrians predominate ; 
Germans, Belgians and Italians are 
numerous; English are not unknown, 
but the ubiquitous Irishman and the not 
less ubiquitous Scot are more frequent. 
There are those who probably do not 
know their own nationality—glib 
Levantines, cosmopolitan Jews, dark-eyed 
individuals, spewed up from the dens of 
Algiers or Constantinople, who speak all 
languages with a slurring accent. 

It was the American novelist, Robert 
W. Chambers, who, 1 believe, coined the 
phrase “ the hawks’’ for those mysterious 
folk who climb the back-stairs of news- 
papers with secret information to sell. 
He referred to a certain type of 
adventurer of a pre-war type. lost of 
those ex-secret agents nowadays are birds 
of a lesser sort. You will find them in 
the Press-bureaux of many FEuropean 
States, pathetically anxious to act as 
local correspondents for any British or 
American newspaper or news agency, for 
this would serve them doubly. In the 
first place, they would add to their 
meagre stipends. In the second place, 
they would acquire merit with their 
employers and would act as channels for 
the propaganda of the Government which 
they are serving.

The longer hour of daylight obtained 
from the device of “summer-time” altera- 
tion of the clock must be regarded as 4 
great health boon. Undoubtedly, however, 
there is a tendency for many children to 
stay up later in consequence, and curtail 
their period of sleep. The question of 
sleep is worth consideration by all of us, 
while 1t is of much importance in conne-- 
tion with children. 

Every active organ of the body has 
alternating periods of activity and of rest. 
Sleep is the resting period of the brain, 
or, more accurately, of those parts of the 
brain which have to do with mental 
activity and consciousness. Rest restores 
the activity of the brain, or, as someone 
has fancifully put it, sleep re-charges the 
batteries of life. 


THE FIRST FIVE HOURS. 

Insufficient sleep puts a strain upon our 
brain cells which they may be able to 
withstand for long periods, but svoner or 
later this deficiency reduces the steve of 
energy, and causes damage and lowering 
of our vitality. On the other hand, too 
much sleep is a waste of time, and no 
benefit at all, and may be a decided draw- 
back. It becomes, then, a matter of 
practical importance to consider how much 
sleep we really need. 

For this, as for most complicated 
problems, no direct answer in a dogmatic 
form can be given. The actual number of 
hours depends upon so many things. Of 
these the most important is age, and this 
will be discussed below. Another point is 
that the quality of sleep varies. Deep, 
dreamless sleep is more valuable than 
light sleep with dreams and semi-wakeful- 
ness. The first four or five hours of sleep 
are neually the most effective. and after 
that it is more superficial with most 
people, ahd probably less valuable. 

A further point is the immense difference 
in réquirement of different persons, both 
adults and children. There are probably 
deep-seated causes, about which we know 
nothing, which makes, say, eight hours’ 
sleep in one person equivalent in its effects 
to ten hours in another. I do not know 
of any sound reason for supposing that 
women require more or less sleep than 
men, in spite of the well-known saying of 
sleep requirements of “six hours fer a 


fool.”

These figures are higher than those of 
many other writers by at least one hour 
for each age period, while it is hardly 
practicable to fix exact figures.. 

We can definitely say that the younger 
the child the more sleep required, and 
that for all growing persons a liberal 
supply is necessary. Some advocate that 
a child should sleep as many hours as he 
wants to sleep, and, withont going so far

certainly is a vaiuable guide. 

For babies and little children still more 
sleep is required. A newly-born babv 
sleeps about nine-tenths of its time, and 
at six months should sleep two-thirds of 
the time. and one a vear old not so vers 
much less. 


FRESH AIR. 


For adults everyone with a little trouble 
ought to be able to find not how much 
sleep he or she can do with, but how much 
is necessary to restore their mental! 
functions. All hard brain-workers have to 
work that out for themselves. Sleepin: 
bevond that may be a luxury, but it is 
not a necessity. 

Sleep does not come easily to many 
persons, and we all know that certain 
things. such as brain stimulants like tea 
or coffee, exciting mental exercises (for 
example, chess with some people). 
emotional disturbances and late heavy 
meals, often banisi: or delay sleep. 

Worthy of attention are the conditions 
under which sleep is taken. Of these 
fresh air is most important. It cannot be 
too strongly emphusised “hat everyone 
should Jearn to sleep in comparatively 
fresh air—i.e-. always with windows open 
and plenty of fresh air entrance. Night 
air is purer than day air. Clothing must 
be adequate, but not too heavy o1 
abundant. Many a baby is sleepless and 
fretful solely because it is too hot and 
has too much covering. 

Heavy meals must not be taken shortly 
before going to bed. Early hours of retir- 
ing are better than going later and sieep- 
ing later, at least for children. Regularity 
is important. The careful attention of 
teachers and parents and all who bave 
to do with children to the time given to 
sleep, and the conditions under which it 
is taken. is well worth while.

“The losses in passenget 
attributed chiefly to the increased 
automobiles. esper ally pl ivately operated cars 
There are also other factors, such as the 
greater ease of communication by telephone, 
the move general use of the telegraph, faster 
mail schedules, including the air mail; re 
location of industrial and assembling plants, 
and the migration of agricultura! populations 
to cities. " 

‘All of these, in greater or less degree, 
have had a tendenev to reduce the necessity 
íor vail travel Thev have also served to 
stimulate the movement, now well under way, 
to bring a greater degree of co-operation in 
service between rail aud highway transport, 
as well as to anticipate developments of the 
future by extending the field of co-operation 
to include joint rail and air service.” 

Notwithstanding this fall in passenger re- 
venye, the American companies appear to be 
reflecting the general commercial prosperity 
of the United States by giving extensive 
orders for goods trucks—known in the U.S. 
as “ freight-cars.’’ No fewer than 35.000 
new freight cars have been purchased by the 
American pen since the beginning of the 
vear, as compared with a total of 51.200 car 
bought in the whole of 1928. oe 

The demand for new freight cars at the 
moment is the heaviest that American manu. 
facturers have experienced for at least five 
sont past, and the plants of several of the 
makers are working to their fullest capacity.

TL is probable that the cost of a military 
expedition into Afghanistan was averted 
by the Royal Air Force, which, a few 
weeks ago, transported 586 persons from 
Kabul to Peshawar. If there had been no

On Monday evening about dusk the Hill 
of Howth could be observed to be crowned 
with flame, and at an early hour yester- 
day morning the blaze still was visible 
from remote distances. Last evening a 
similar sheet of flame could be seen near 
the Baily Lighthouse. Reports have not 
been received yet, but it may be assumed 
that .these phenomena represented the 
burning of large fields of gorse. Yester- 
day we reported a similar conflagration on 
Killiney Hill, caused, apparently, by the 
dropping of a smoker's lighted match.

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The. Navy’s Health. 


When men. read accounts of the Navy 
in the days of Nelson, or even in later 
days, they are struck by the high propor- 
tion of seamen: who suffered from various 
maladies. Disease slew or disabled more 
of the sailors than did shot or cutlass. 
To-day the Navy has a cleaner bill of 
health, perhaps, than any other service 
in which large numbers of men are 
engaged. <A special correspondent of The 
Times quotes from the Weekly Squadron 
Iteport of one of the destroyer flotillas, 
now in Mediterranean waters, the fact 
that only twenty-five per thousand of the 
total of officers and men are sick—a total 
which is larger than the average owing 
to an epidemic of influenza at Malta. 
Formerly the Mediterranean was accounted 
an unhealthy station, owing to the pre- 
valence of ““ Mediterranean fever.’” Men 
would be admitted to hospital suffering 
from minor ailments, and then would 
contract fever and die. In the year 1904 
the disease was traced to the use of goat's 
milk, and nowadays the use of cow’s or 
goat's: milk and of tbeir locally-made 
products is forbidden. Lettuce and water- 
cress aye not admitted to ships, and fresh 
green vegetables must be cooked before 
consumption. No water that has not been 
boiled may be drunk. Only fresh fruit 
that can be peeled may be eaten raw. 
Tomatoes must be dipped in boiling watér 
for. thirty seconds before consumption. 
Thin-skinned fruits, like grapes, peaches, 
plums and apricots, must be washed in 
two changes of clean water and eaten 
without delay. Even dried fruit may not 
be eaten unless it is boiled or cooked. 
Going ashore, officers and men are 
cautioned against the use of mineral 
waters and ice, and are warned to drink 
no tea save with tinned milk. The 
hospital ship Maine receives most of the 
men who, despite these hygienic rules, 
fal] sick. It has accommodation for 308 
patients, is adorned with plants and 
creepers, and sufferers find comfort in its 
exceptional quiet.

The mystery was hardly 
lessened by the statement of an art dealer 
to-day, who was understood to be speak- 
ing for Mr. Young. 

“My records show,” he said, “that 
the Sutherland family did own two 
portraits of the Duchess. One is the 
famous portrait which Mr. Young believes 
he sold to Mr. Fisher. —“The other is a 
replica, or copy, probably executed at 
the same time. Now it may be that Mr. 
Young; who paid a big price, did buy the 
origina].”’ 

Mr. Young incidentally never claimed 
to have bought the portrait from the

passage from the reminiscences of Lord

RETIRES FROM ARMY 
AFTER A NOTABLE CAREER 


A War Office announcement in last 
night’s issue of the London Gazette states 
that General the Right Hon. Sir Bryan 
Thomas Mahon, K.C.B.,  K.C.V.O.. 
D.S.O., having attained the age limit of 
hability to recall, ceases to belong to the 
Reserve of Officers. 

General Sir Bryan Mahon was born at 
Belleville, County Galway, on 2nd April 
1862, the eldest son of Henry Blake 
Mahon and Matilda, daughter of Colonel 
Seymour, of Ballymore Castle, County 
Galway. He was educated at Dr. Wall’s 
School, Fortarlington, and his schoolboy 
companions included some Irishmen who 
afterwards became prominent, among 
them Lord Carson, who is his cousin, and 
Sir William Ridgeway, the distinguished 
classical scholar, who became Professor of 
Archeology in Cambridge University. 

Intended for a military career, the 
future General was gazetted to the 8th 
Hussars in 1883, and joined the regiment 
in India. For four years he was adjutant 
of the regiment which he afterwards com- 
manded. He did not see any active 
service during this period, but he won a 
great reputation as a sportsman. He 
took an active part in racing, polo and 
other forms of sport, and was noted as a 
big game hunter 

Returning to England in 1889, he next 
went overseas in 1893, when he joined ine 
Egyptian Army. He served with Lord 
Kitchener during all his campaign up to 
the taking of Omdurman. In 1896 he 
was with the Dongola Expedition, and in 
For a 
year after that he was employed by Lord 
Kitchener in carrying out a survey of the 
Sudan, large parts of the country. being 
very little known in those days. 


THE RELIEF OF MAFEKING. 

When Lord: Kitchener left the Sudan 
for South Africa Sir Bryan Mahon was 
one of the officers who accompanied him 
There he served for a couple of years with 
the 8th Hussars, and out-of it he got com- 
mand of the Cavalry Brigade, ret was in 
command of the special force for the relief 
of Mafeking. He started from Kimberley, 
and after three severe battles Mafeking 
was relieved on the 17th May, 1900.

MEXICO CITY, Tuesday. 

General Calles, the Commander.in-Chie 
of the Federal forces combatting the 
rebels, has telegraphed to President 
Portes Gil declaring that ‘‘ the exter 
mination of the traitors, headed by 
General Escobar and others, is now 
merely a question of hours.” 

The General adds, however, that he 
fears that the leaders of the insurrection 
have escaped. 

According to the latest information the 
rebel stronghold at Jiminez has not yet 
been captured by General Calles, although 
its fall is-expected at any moment. Bitter 
fighting is reported to have occurred at 
Jiminez, where the rebels have entrenched 
themselves arovnd the reilwawv statien, 

The insurgents are stated to have made 
many desperate, but unsuceessiul, v.orts 
to break through the Federal lines. 

General Escobar is believed to have 
escaped from Jiminez by aeroplane. 


A STUBBORN FIGHT. 

From ' Tug Times’? CorRRFeSPONDENT 

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

The battle at Jimenez, which already 
stands out as one of the most fiercely con- 
tested engagements in the long history of 
Mexican insurrections, wa: resumed at 
sunrise to-day. Although General 
Escobar’s5,000 insurgents were attacked 
by -twice their number of Federals: they 
held their ground stubbornly on a front 
of three miles. 

Yesterday General Almazan’s troops 
penetrated into the outskirts of Jimenez, 
but up to one o'clock to-day, when they 
were last heard from, they had not yet 
occupied their: objective, the failway 
station. 


STRONGLY ENTRENCHED. 
General Almazan is trying to cut off 
the possible retreat of the insurgents 
northwards, and, according to information 


received -in Mexico City, has nearly 
encircled the town. Both sides are using 
artillery and aéroplanes, as well as 


infantry-and cavalry. 

The insurgents are stroncly entrenched, 
and their flanks are protected by nests 
of machine guns. 


ON THE PACIFIC COAST. 

While what may be the decisive battle 
of the insurrection is going on at Jimenez, 
the Federals on the Pacific Coast, unde 
Generals Don Jaime Carillo and Don 
Las*ro Cardenas, are vigorously pushing 
‘no. ‘..wards the troops of Generals Manzo 
and Don Roberto Cruz, who were lately 
attacking Mazatlan. 

At Limon yesterday they killed more 
than one hundred insurgents, and drove 
the others back towards Quila. 

Meanwhile, taking advantage of the 
fact that the Federals have their hands 
full in the States of Chihuahua and 
Sinaloa, the “Cristeros,’’ or Catholic, in 
surgents in the States of Jalisco, 
Durango, Coahuila and Guana Juato have 
again hecome active. 

After overwhelming the Federal soldiers 
and volunteers sent against them, they 
have come -down from the mountains, to 
which they had retired some months ago, 
and have occupied a number of towns. 
General Don Saturnino Cedillo has been 
ordered. to operate against them in the 
State of Durango, 


BOMBS ON U.S. TOWNS. 

Insurgent airmen, while bombing the 
Federals in Naco Sonora to-day, uninten- 
tionally drorped two bombs in Naco, 
Arizona, a few yards away across the 
United States frontier. 

Mr. Ferry Baker, a United States 
citizen, was wounded in the head by a 
fragment of one of these bombs. Yester- 
day, although all the bombs dropped by 
the insurgent airmen fel] of the Mexican 
side of the frontier, some fragments 
struck the railway station in the United 
States. 

It is understood that Major-General 
Lassiter, in command of the VIII. United 
States Army Corps, is preparing to pre- 
vent any recurrence of these incidents 
but what measures he will take have not 
yet been reported: but there is a regi- 
ment of United States infantry at Naco 
Arizona,

MONACO, Tuesday 

The dispute between Prince and: People 
in the Principality of Monaco seems to 
be in a fair way of being settled to the 
satisfaction of all concerned. 

Following the demonstrations of dis 
content which have taken place during the 
past fortnight, a meeting was held 
last Saturday between Prince Louis and 
the members of the defunct National 
Council, and the Prince reaffirmed his 
promise that municipal elections should be 
held before June, 1st, followed in the 
usual ‘way by elections to the National 
Council. It was also agreed that a con 
ference of French jurists, to which the 
Prince would appoint representativer of 
Monaco, should be held to amend the 
Constitution of the Principality. 

Special consideration will be given to 
the idea of appointing a Commission of 
high officials and representatives of the 
people to assist the Prince in times of 
difficulty. The Prince’s provisions for the 
employment of Monegasques will be put 
into force, and a register of Monegasque 
nationals will be kept, doubtful cases 
being considered by the administrative 
authorities. 

As regards the complaint of the 
Monegasques that the Casino failed to 
provide a satisfactory gas, water and 
electricity service, which is the main cause 
of the present trouble, the reform of the 
present system will be considered by repre 
sentatives of the elected bodies in con 
junction with the Prince and the adminis 
tration of the Casino.

THE COMPLACENCY THAT 
COMES OF SUCCESS. 


In the course of a leading article on the 
independent Labour Party's Conference at

Mr. Buxton’s is not the only eye that can 
detect a suspicion of the Labour movement. 
Not a little of that suspicion ‘is due to the 
discovery that, while the Labour Party seeks 
to win favour with fair words and mild, and 
Mr. Macdonald poses as the supporter of 
moderate courses, it is the advanced—and let 
it also be said the sincere—policy of the 
I.L.P. that makes headway all the time in 
the party programme. Whenever, on some 
new provocation, there is a trial of strength, 
the I.L.P. rarely has cause to complain of 
the result. 


TROUBLES IN MADRID. 


PROFESSORS’ APPEAL 
REFUSED. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Tuesday. 

A letter addressed by Professor Menendez 
Pidal, President of the Spanish Academy, 
aud Professor of Literature in the University 
of Madrid, to General Primo de Rivera, is 
published in the Press to-day. 

The letter expresses sympathy. with the 
students in their manifestations so far as 
they were respectful and restrained, and pro- 
tests against the measures taken by the 
Government in the r.atter of the validity of 
certain scholastic degrees.

University, and asking that such 
measures should be repealed,  statine 
that such action would not impair general 


Primo de Rivera’s authority in-the least. The 
letter adds that the writer is convirced that 
the Government desires in no way to 
humiliate any national institution, but to 
maintain them in that prestige and activity 
without which no organisation can exist or 
fructify, 

General Primo de Rivera, im his reply, de- 
clared that in spite of the justice of the 
observations made to him the Government, 
while adding as far as possible the develop- 
ment of science, must do so only if the univer- 
sities devoted themselves exclusively to the 
teaching of pure science to the abstract 
analysis of its principles and the deductions 
obtained therefront. ' 

If the universities became the origi: of the 
troubles it was the duty of the Government 
to take action, exact penalties and take the 
necessary measures to prevent a recwrrence of 
incidents, which had caused great damage to 
the interests of the nation as a whole.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

The attitude which will be taken by the 
Hoover Administration in the matter of 
the conservation of oil resources was made 
clear to-day, and is of importance as 
affecting possible agreements in the inter- 
naticnal field, of which much has been 
heard lately. 

There could be no world-wide agreement 
unless the Americans participating were 
able to carry out their share of the 
bargain, and Washington is admittedly 
prepared to set its face against such 
methods of the limitation of domestic pro- 
duction, as have been proposed by the 
American Petroleum Institute. 


NO FEDERAL ACTION. 

For more than two years past tha ques- 
tion has been under consideration by the 
Federal Oil Conservation Board, of which 
Mr. Hoover, before he came to the 
Presidency, was a member. 

Its conclusion was that over-drilling lay 
at the root of the trouble, caused by 
feverish and wasteful over-production, and 
it found when the problem of possible 
Governmental action was discussed that 
drilling was actively controllable only by 
individual States, and that the Federal 
Government could exert no authority over 
it. 

The regulation of drilling by individual 
States, however, while it has been adopted 
here and there, has not made sufficient 
progress, and the Petroleum Institute now 
supports the idea of an agreement among 
nroducers themselves to restrict produc- 


tion 
PLAN NOT ACCEPTABLE. 

A Committee of the Petroleum Institute 
is to come to Washington to-morrow to 
consult with the Oil Conservation Board. 

It is to be told, it seems, that its 
grandiose plan is unacceptable, and that 
the slower method of individual State 
action to regulate drilling must be de- 
pended on.

ONE GIRL DEAD. 

The driver stopped, and his companions 
lifted two of the injured girls, the Misses 
Coates, into the ear and drove them tothe 
hospital. Meanwhile as number 
pedestrians and.a policeman attended to 
Miss Audry Clarke, who was unconscious, 
and rushed her to the hospital, which was 
quite near. The fourth girl, Miss Jane 
Spencer, escaped with minor injuries, and 
was able to go home almost immediately. 

An hour after her arrival in hospital, 
Audry Clarke succumbed to her many jn- 
juries. Mary Coates, the elder sister, 
sustained a broken arm and numerous cuts 
and bruises, but her sister, Betty, 1s 
suffering from a fracture of the base of 
the skull and numerous other grave in- 
juries.

INDEPENDENT LABOUR

The Independent Labour Party conference 
comiuded at Carlisle yesterday im an atmo- 
sphere of tension, and feeling ran higher 
than it had done throughout the proceedings 
There were several lively scenes. eee 

Birmingham City moved an emergency 
resolution imstructing Independent Labour 
Party members of Parliament to vote against 
all war credits, 

Mr. Shinwell, M.P., on behalf of the 
National Council, opposed this, but on a 
card vote the resolution was carriéd by 160 
to 125. 

Mr. Shinwell declared that the decision 
meant that if a Labour Government came 
into power in May they would have to vote 
definitely A cope: war credits. It meant that 
they would submit no Army, Navy or 
Air Force estimates. If that was their 
decision, he, as an I.L.P. member of Parlia- 
ment, would take any decision from his con- 
stivency, and not from the Conference. 

Mr. J. Maxton, Chairman, described the 
decision as serious. He warned some of the 
delegates that the courage they demanded in 
fulfilling it might mean a diminution of the 


number of the I-L.P. members of Parliament 
and their isolation from the National Labour 


Party. That would be not courage, but folly. 
He appealed to the Conference to allow the 
National Council some latitude in handling it. 
The Standing Orders Committee considered 
the decision, and agreed to the request of 
the Chairman for discretionary powers in 


applying the decision. 


NO PACT WITH LIBERALISM. 

The Conference passed a resolution against 
pact or understanding between the 
Labour Party and Libera] Party. 
REPRESSIVE MEASURES IN INDIA.

PROHIBITION CROWDS 
THE JAILS. 


denamh 
SHOCHING CONDITIONS IN 
FEDERAL PHISONS. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
CHATTANOOGA, TENNESSEE, 

Atlanta’s Federal prison is crowded 
with 3,200 bandits, bootleggers, murderers, 
drug addicts, thieves and other criminals. 
Congress is thinking of building two more 
prisons, and it is high time, according 
to Warden John Snook and the 
officers of this institution. 

Built to hold 1,840 inmates, the in- 
crease in the number of prohibition law 
convicts, narcot:? offenders and criminals 
in general has made it‘ necessary to herd 
men together in dark basements and 
lofts, Teeside eight im a cell meant for 
four, and in corridors of the cell houses 
where only the guards should be. At one 
time there were five hundred sleeping in 
these corridors. This has now been 
reduced by about half. 

This reflects the situation in the whole 
Federal prison system, which is pushing 
more men behind bars ;.! the tinue, but 
has no place to take care of them 
adequately. There is a constant menace 
to discipline, a danger of attack on the 
guards, and for more humanitarians 
there is the thought that all men in 
prison are not alike, and that enforced 
intimacy with evil begets-evii. 

MENTAL NEEDS IGNORED. 

Men are permitted to talk in Atlanta, 
and there. is one room, an old hospital, 
where sixty men sleep in bunks that are 
set one on top of another. 

Last year there were 18,606 Federal 
prisoners. Of these 7,598 were at 
Atlanta, Leavenworth and McNeil Island, 
Washington. The remainder were farmed 
out in jails and State prisons. 

The Federal Government has not yet 
awakened to the need of a resident 
psychiatrist here, and the mental needs 
of the men are a closed book to the 
average hard-faced, poorly-paid guard 
who sits over their destinies. 

The records show that 9,348 men were 
committed during the last year to all 
these prisons. Of these 2,540 were for 
violations of the “prohibition law and 
2,117 under the Harrison Narcotic Act.

ACQUITTED OF CHARGE OF

After a hearing lasting four hours, Mrs 
Marian Alice Howell (51), living at Heath 
lea, Brookwood, a member of the West H)!! 
(Golf Club, near Woking, was acquitted 
the Surrey Quarter Sessions at Kingston ye 
terday on a charge of siealing a £1 
belonging to the club. The defence was 
complete denial of the allegation 

Constable Rvyal! said that on the morning 
of December 30th a steward of the West H 
Club gave him a handbag containing six + 
notes, and he placed these, together with a 
coat, on a ledge in the clubhouses. Subs 
quently for two hours he kept observat 
on the premises, and Mrs, Howell at the end 
of that time went into the cloakroom. He 
looked through two holes and saw her také 
a coat down from a peg and put it ce! 
her left arm. He saw her take notes frou 
the bay, and, after keeping one or two, pu' 
the remainder back. He also heard a crush 
ing of paper. He then spoke to Mrs. Howell, 
and took her to the secretary s office. Later 
the bag was brought into the office and 
£1 note was missing. He and the steward 
then searched the cloakroom: and in a bas: 
saw a note crumpled up. By a mark he 
identified it as one of the notes which were 
put m the handbag. 

Returning to the secretary s office, he 
(Ryall) said to Mrs. Howell: '' Here vou 
are, Madam; this is the note vou took from 
the bag,”’ and she replied: “fit is ridiculous. ' 
He had formed an opinion that the note had ' 
been thrown away when he heard a paper 
crackling. Ryall added that Mrs. Howell 
strongly denied the theft from the first. 

Mrs. Howell, giving evidence, said that 
she had belonged to the elub sinee last May, 
and her husband was one of its oldest metm- 
bers. On one occasion she lost five shillings 
from her coat in the club’s dressing room, 
but she said nothing to her husband. 

Dealing with the events of December 30th, 
Mrs. Howell said that she went to the 
dressing room to get her coat. which fell 
when the loop broke. She picked it up, and 
She did not notice a handbag or ancgher 
voat. After hesitating, she began to leave, 
when the constable came up to her and said: 
‘“Madam, I must ask you to give up the 
pound you took out of the bag.” She re- 
plied: '1 have not taken any notes, and | 
have net seen a bag.” 

Turuing to the jury. Mrs. Howell exclaimed 
—"Í never took any notes, and I know 
nothing at ali about it.” She produced her 
pass book, showing that on December 20th 
she had a balance of £187 11s. 11d.

ANDORRA’S ARMY OF 40 MEN. 

Andorra’s army, consisting of forty men, is 
being drilled an extra hour every day to pre- 
pure for the defence of their tiny Republic 
against Spain. Situated in the Pyrenees, the 
Republic has maintained the independence 
granted it in 805 by Charlemagne for services 
rendered, The population is about 6,000 and 
the area 175 square miles. 

The trouble arose from the attempt made 
by Spain to conscript Andorrans into the 
Spanish Army. For some time past the An- 
dorrans have also resented the attempt of 
General Primo de Rivera to force them to 
learn Spanish instead of their native Catalan, 
the language of the Spanish Separatists. 

The French President will soon receive the 
rotest which is being framed in the An- 
orran House of Parliament. The protest wil! 
include a complaint that a syndicate of 
financiers, said to have a million pounds 
capital, have planned to build the world’s 
biggest casino in the Republic. 

A railway from Barcelona to Andorra is 
already under construction, and another from 
Toulouse is contemplated. The syndicate has 
planned a hotel, at a height of 5,000 feet, 
golf links, and tennis courts. The citizens of 
Andorra resent the idea of making their 
country a second Monaco. 

Rather than submit to service in the 
Spanish Army and learn and speak Spanish 
the Andorrans are prepared to destroy the 
road, which was constructed recently, leadin 
into Andorra. They are prepared to defend 
themselves and their country. 


DID NORSEMEN DISCOVER 
AMERICA?

AN OPEN QUESTION. 


The theory that there was - Norse Jand. 
ing on the coast of North America several 
hundreds of years before the voyage of 
Columbus is somewhat discounted by a re 
port Fy sno by Dr. William Strong, wha 
was the anthropologist of the recent Rawson- 
Macmillan sub-Arctic expedition organised 
by the Field Museum of Natura! History in 
Chicago. 

Dr. Strong, who is the assistant curator of 
North American ethnology and archeology 
at the Museum, does not deny in his report 
that there may be some truth in the legends 
that made the Norsemen the discoverers of 
America, but he leaves the question open. 
He declares, however, that his investiga- 
tion of reputed Norse ruins on Sculpin 
Island, near Nain, on the Labrador coast, 
which have been frequently cited as possible 
proof of an ancient Norse setilement in 
America, leads him to the conclusion that 
these ruins are merely the remnants of an 
old Esquimaux whaling camp. 

Dr. Strong says that the stonework of the 
Sculpin Island ruins does not resemble thut 
of the authenticated Norse ruins’ in Green- 
land, and that neither he nor other inveésti- 
gators found any typical Norse implements 
on the site.

“ While 1 do not deny that the Norsemen 
may have landed in America about 900 A.D., 
as the legends indicate,’’ the report added, 
““no tangible evidence to support this belief 
has ever beev found so far. There have been 
many other reports of Norse ruins along 
other parts of the north-eastern coast of this 
continent, but when investigated all of them 
to date have, as in the present instarice, 
proved to be eitber inconclusive or definitely 
wrong.“

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Mr. G. P. Duggan, in the course of his

WATERFORD, Tuesday. 

Over 650 delegates attendéd the annual Con- 
gress of the Irish National ‘Teachers’ Organi- 
sation, which opened at Waterford to-day, 
under the presidency of Mr. P. J. Quinn 

Most of the delegates first attended Ponti- 
fical High Mass, at which the Most Rev. 
Dr, Hackett, Bishop of Waterford and Lis- 
more, presided. The celebrant was the Very 
Rev. Canon Byrne, D.D., of St. John’s Col- 
lege, Waterford. 

egretting that unforeseen circumstances 
prevented his attending the Congress, his 
lordship said that he availed himself of that 
occasion to extend a very hearty welcome to 
the delegates. That morning they had com- 
bined in testifying their common faith. To 
him it was a great pleasure to see Catholic 
teachers coming together. He couid not 
speak too highly cf the work that was being 
done by the De La Salle College in the in- 
struction of children, ‘Teachers had a very 
important function in directing the youth in 
the matter of virtue. Not merely were they 
instructing the youth in the material side 
of things, but there was also the privilege 
and the glory to teach them in the higher 
arts, which would fit them not merely for 
the work of this life, but also for the great 
work of God. They had a very perfect 
system of education, and there was little to 
be desired from the religious aspect in pri- 
mary education. 

Among those on the platform at the Town 
Hall were:—Professor J. M. O’Sullivan, 
Minister for Education; the Rev. Brother 
Leander, Superior of the De La Salle College, 
Waterford; the Rev. Father Kelleher, the 
Mayor of Waterford, the President of the 
Waterford Chamber of Commerce. 


CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS. 
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THE NATION OF THE FUTURE. 
‘It looks like recurring fatalism that the 
Free State Government intervenes to give a 
set-back to the national teachers when they 
show a desire to concentrate upon the 
academic side of their work,” said Mr. P. J. 
Quinn, President of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Association, in his Presidential ad- 
dress to the annual delegate Congress of that 
body at the Town Hall, Waterford, to-day. 

When, he continued, their whole-hearted 
co-operation was secured in the work of 
restoring the national language, the Finance 
Department, by one fell stroke of the 
economic axe, crushed almost to annihilation 
their enthusiasm in this great national en- 
deavour. Although reeling under the effects 
of the 10 per cent. ‘‘ cut,” the teachers are 
acquiring and propagating the Gaelic tongue, 
but the loss to the language, through this 
monetary gain to the Exchequer, will never 
be fully calculated. Just as time was be- 
ginning to cool the fires of indignation re- 
garding the cut and to create the hope that 
greater national prosperity and a better ap- 
sg of the value of education would 
ring restitution, another deadly blow has 
been struck at the national teachers. Accord- 
ing to the recently issued actuarial report, 
the pension fund, into which the teachers 
pay in premiums a substantig] share, and 
into which the Government undertake to 
pay a certain proportion, is in Jow water. It 
should be emphasised that, although the 
fund is, in substential part, the property of 
the teachers, and that their stipulated share 
of its upkeep has been honourably systained, 
the Government has retained absolute control 
of its administration. If, therefore, the fund 
is in the condition alleged, the entire re: 
sponsibility must be traced to the absence of 
administrative foresight and ability on the 
part of its administrators, and to the negiect 
of the Government to maintain its side of 
the contract. 

THE TEACHERS’ DEMAND. 

The national welfare, he said, is indis- 
solubly linked up with the moral and in- 
tellectual training now given in the class- 
rooms, and as the major portion must depend 
upon the national schools, the main burthen 
of responsibility must fall upon the national 
teachers. The work of the teachers cannot 
be effective if mental worry diverts them 
from concentration upon their professionel 
aims, methods and principles. It is not 
merely criminal, therefore, but treasenable 
to the fture State to harass, through 
periodical financial disturbance, those whe 
are laying the foundation for the future in- 
tellectual and material progress of the nation. 

In strict justice, therefore, the teachers 
demand that their efforts be not interrupted 
and discouraged through the threats and 
blows of near-sighted economists, and that 
all the facilities requisite tor success are 
placed at their disposal. A fundamental con- 
dition of success 1» any educational scheme 
is that the pupils are in possession of physical 
health and mental alertness. To hand a 
teacher a child who is Cá in health, nutritio. 
and mentality, and to expect, by mere peda- 
gogic werk, and to expect an Al citizen is as 
absurd us to expect a conerete dam, com- 
posed of twenty parts sand to one part 
cement, to withstand the inroads of tide or 
weather. Other agencies must come to his 
aid, the chief of which is a medical and 
dental scheme working in constant correla- 
tion with the academjc work of the school. 
The three main conditions which affect the 
health of the child are: the physical state 
of the child, the sanitary environment of the 
school itself, and the knowledge and practice 
of hygiene in the home, The resuli of this 
correlation of the teachers work with that 
of the medical officer will result in the pro: 
duction of a healthy, virile 1ace of stalwart 
men and women. 

EDUCATIONAL PRIVILEGE, — —. 

Continuing, Mr. Quinn said that the spirit 
which, through the barharous suggestion of 
clacs distinetion, condemned the children of 
ihe poor to a limited intellectual develop- 
went, still clings to the education system 
Wealth alone is the key to educational 
privilege.

NATIONAL SCHOOL EDUCATION. 

The immediate aim of national school 
education should he to create and develop 
amongst the children of the workers, and 
amongst the workers themselves when oppor- 
tunity offers, a condition of mind which will 
gradually lift them to a mental horizon 
wherein they will resent being considered by 
the education authority as mere potential 
sb w gó of dividends, and will resist the 
urther perversion of education into minister- 
ing to the cupidity of a favoured wealthy 
class. The workers of the fature must be 
taught not to remain satisfied to work and 
sleep and sleep and work, nor to continue to 
accept the dictum that they are to be per- 
mavently denied personal culture. They 
must no longer quietly acquiesce in the notion 
that only a privileged few should be selected 
for higher education, but demand that higher 
education be placed within the reach of all; 
that it be accessible not only to those who 
arrogantly describe themselves as higher 
than the worker, but also to the men and 
women who will continue throughout their 
lives to wark in the factory, the office, or on 
the farm. 

In this country the education system has 
fostered the idea that advanced education 
gives a dignity to its possessor which forbids 
contact with manual Jabour. The notion still 
lingers amongst the populace that education 
16 superfluous for manual workers, and they 
even express sympathy with the educated 
man whom mistortune has driven to manual 
work. Jt is essential that the professions 
should secure a high standard of intellect, 
because pr fe con and physical well-being 
and our social relations depend largely upon 
the mental attainments of their members. 
But the present system, which makes these 
professions the privilege of the wealthy, 
limits the area of selection.

Concluding, Mr. Quinn said:—The co- 
operative habit is essential if the future is to 
» bring into being an economic system which 
will ensure a more equitable distribytion of 
wealth. The absence of co-operation, both in 
prodyction and distribution, is the oppor- 
tunity for the rapacious usurer to impoverish 
both preducer and consumer. Various 
remedies have been suggested for industrial 
decay, but, while the rapacious ysurer is 
allowed to carry on his nefarious trace, 
either sa an employing sigve-driver or as a 
profiteer, there is no effective remedy. (Co- 
operative metheds of production and distri- 
bution strfke at the root of the system which 
maintains abnormal wealth aud reckless plea- 
sure on the one side and starvation and 
abject misery on the other. 

This pation is on the threshold of a new 
existence. It is oppressed by an economic 
system which is based upon a most unjust 
distribution of wealth. Its natural and 
material resources await development, and 
the most important resources of any country 
are the intellectual and physical endowments 
of the people who inhabit it. The general 
diffusion of higher education and the culti- 
vation of the co-operative habit and the in- 
vesting spirit, therefore, are essential if the 
nation of the future is to have citizens whose 
intellectual gifts will be directed more to 
giving greater socia] service than merely 
towards their own personal advancement: 
whose aim will be to bring about such an 
economic reconstruction as will build up a 
country in which wealth will not accumulate, 
in its present form, while men decay; whose 
developed judgment and strong character will 
enable them to face facts, to discard 
cherished theories when further evidence 
proves them untenable, to suspend judgment 
upon matters which are still uneertain, to 
welcome criticism, aud to hear difference of 
opinion with tolerance; whose minds will not 
he obsessed with empty rhetorical theories 
about outward forms of government while 
ignoring the fundamental causes of the 
poverty and degradation of the workers 
under all forms of government, which allow 
class distinction to control their economic 
laws. | 

THE MINISTER FOR EDUCATION, 

Professor J. M, O'Sullivan, Minister for 
Education, who got a very cordial reception, 
remarked, amidst Jaughter, that he did not 
know whether he should appear in sackcloth 
or take off hig coat. No matter what they 
thought about it, he was, however, going to 
express his appreciation of the work of the 
Irish National teachers. The President’s ad- 
dress had as much the flavour of a manifesto 
as a paper. á 

With the educational questions he has 
raised I am aíraid that I am incapable of 
dealing, said Professor O'Sullivan. I 
think they could not he dealt with 
by any educational department. He 
set betore us ideals with which 
we all agree, and for which we all should 
strive: but it is not an easy thing to realise 
the high humanitarian principles which he 
has put before us. He spoke about the 
abolition of class distinction, and, in effect, 
equal payment for all classes of labour, f 
do noi know whether he would make a 
distinc ion between the quality of the labour, 
or whether he would merely take into account 
quantity, regardless of the value of the 
labour to the community. There would, I 
fancy, be many disputes as to whose labour 
was of most value to the community, 
although you and I may have very definite 
views on the point. (Laughter. 

A SUGGESTION. 

Continuing. the Minister said that Mr. 
Quinn had demanded secondary and univer- 
sity education for all.. It might be a ques- 
tion whether the proper people wore chosen 
under what Mr. Quinn called the present 
iniqyiteus social system to enjoy secondary 
and university education. 

Now, let me make a _ suggestion, the 
Minister said. 1 want first of all, no matter 
what social system there is, to have secondary 
and university education for everybody. | 
say nothing against it, because I do not 
want to commit public Aar; kari; but may | 
suggest that there is too much worship of 
secondary and university education, and, as 
Mr. Quinn would call it, of the snobbism of 
such education? I have held before now 
that one foym of education is as good as 
another. J] have never put technical veca- 
tieval education on a ! wer plane than 
secondary or university education, Aba 

Proceding, the Minister said that he would 
like to see more secondary schools taking 
more advantage of the liberty to adopt a 
more definitely vocational line. He thought 
that there was, especially im this country, 
too much of a tendency to elevate at the 
expense of primary and technical vocational 
education other and purely humanitarian 
types of education. He thought that it 
would be no harm to get away from that 
worship of the professions, (Applause.) He, 
personally, had not a particular worship for 
the profession. 

THE EDUCATION BUDGET. 

Referring to criticisms of the Free State's 
budget for education, the Minister observed 
that, while it was not as high as they could 
wish it to be. it was not comparatively 


mean. After all, almost one-quarter of the 
money raised in taxation was spent on educa- 
tion, and, considering the resources of the 
country atd the amount of extremely im- 
portant work that had to be done for the 
purely material welfare of the nation, that 
was not mean, though he did not think that 
it was too high. 

Alluding to the position of the teachers’ 
nsions fund and Mr. Quinn’s demand, 
Professor O'Sullivan asked if, to put it no 
stronger, it would be wise to suggest the 
imposition of taxation to make the pensions 
fund solvent. The heroic might advise it, 
but he would not, even in the interests of 
the teachers themselves. 


PRIMARY EDUCATION. 
The Minister went on to say that there 
were some problems of primary education to 
which he wished to draw the attention of 
the teachers. The conception of primary 
education had changed since the nineteenth 
century; in other words, the primary educa- 
tion of the twentieth century had fo, its 
function to impart the elements of a liberal 
education. It was neither something limited 
and rounded off and complete in itself, as 
the nineteenth century conceived it, nor yet, 
as some people seemed to think to-day, a 
mere preparation for a post-primary school 
education. It was a preparation for some- 
thing much higher—namely, for the self. 
culture, self-control and education that life 
would give in later years. In Ireland it was 
something even greater, since it combined 
with the national task of saving the language. 


A NEW TECHNIQUE. 

We do not believe, he said, that the 
scattering of the powers of the child and the 
teacher over a multifarious curriculum is 
necessary to provide that wide interpretation 
of primary education that is necessary to 
meet the needs of to-dav; but what we do 
hold is that, whether the primary curriculum 
be wide or limited in subjects, it has a 
function to-day far greater than it has ever 
had hitherto, to supply the vast majority of 
citizens with a large portion of what training 
they will ever get in humanity, citizenship, 
and that culture that. makes a man a human 
life valuable to himself and others. 

Referring to the education of children in 
the transitional stage of childhood and 
adolescence, he said that there was need of a 
new technique. and this need had been 
recognised by other couytries. Jt was one of 
many problems that they had to face. They 
should face these problems in their own way, 
and they should not look for imported solu- 
tions of them; for the solutions that suited 
one country’s problems would not suit 
another. 


THE TRAINING COLLEGES. 

The Rey. Brother Leander, President of 
De La Salle Training College, Waterford, 
said that the training colleges lay at the 
root of the whole system. The training 
colleges produced the teachers, but the 
teachers made the system. In all countries 
up-to-date teachers could adopt their own de- 
vices to develop the character of children. 
He invited the teachers to visit the college. 

Mr. igg, Regional Savings Committee, 
Waterford, thanked the teachers for the 
assistance which they had given to his or- 
ganisation, and welcomed them to Water- 
ford, as did also Mr. J. B. Spencer, Presi- 
dent of the Waterford Chamber of Com. 
merce 


THE EMPLOYING CLASSES. 

The Rev. Father Kelleher, Vice-President, 
St. John’s College, Waterford, said that the 
more they hlamed and criticised the employ- 
ing classes the harder they made it to undo 
the sad conditions to which Mr. Quinn re 
ferred. The fact was that the employers 
had more to say to the change than anybody 
else. By emphasising class distinction, they 
merely antagonised those people. Their only 
hope was to view the whole matter from a 
community standpoint. If they could get 
the best of the employers’ class to fall in 
with the views, the others would follow. 

Nobody could do so much in the shaping 
of mentality as the teachers and clergy. If 
mentality was defective, perhaps they them- 
selyes had something to do with it. Some of 
the greatest difficulties in connection with 
education were dye to the people themselves, 
Mr. Quinn had said that the desire for 
education was inherent in the human being, 
but unfortunately that was wot the case. 


GREETINGS FROM SCOTLAND. 

Representing the educations! Institutions of 
Scotland, Mr. Paterson conveyed the greet- 
ings, good wishes and congratulations of 
Scottish teachers to the Irish teachers. 

Encouraging messages were read from edu- 
catienal organisations in America, and from 
the Canadian Teachers’ Federation, which 
hoped to meet Irish teachers in Geneva, and 
again in Ireland on the way back from 
(reneva. 

THE VOTE OF THANKS. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to the speakers, 
Mr. Eugene Carraher, Portadown, the new 
E resident, said that the Minister of Educa- 
tion had shown great ability in directing the 
educational affairs of the Saorstat, showing 
every consideration to representatives on 
matters concerning the schvol programme. 
The task undertaken by the Saorsiat seven 
years ago when they changed the whole 
basis ot education was sarely Herculean. 
‘teachers, however, responded most nobly to 
the cail of their country, and their part in 
the revival of the language and culture ol 
the country was beyond praise. 

As an ardent revivalist, he said, [ am 
in favour of all and every lawful means being 
adopted to establish our native tongue, but 
I can see that a stage has been reached 
when the pace must not be forced too much. 
The reaction that must ensue would be fatal, 
We all recognise the fact that an Irishman 
can be led, but never driven, and I can see 
the great danger of moving too fast lor 
public opinion.

to fritter away so much of their evergies i 
defending their position from attack! 
Teachers constantly tortured and harassed 
cannot give of their best to the children 
committed to their care.

EDUCATION ACT 
IN THE NORTH. 


MINISTER'S CLAIM. 
a 
TRANSFER OF SCHOOLS 
SLOW BUT STEADY. 
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Viscount Charlemont, Northern Minister ot 
Education, speaking at the aunual conference 
of the Teachers’ Union in Londonderry yes- 
terday, said that he was happy to think that, 
notwithstanding the Ministry's unpopular réle 
of watch-dog to the teachers, relations be- 
tween them were cordial, and they had no 
difficulty in discussing frankly with each 
other the many points of dispute which must 
inevitably occur. (Applause.) In most cases 
they reached an amicable settlement, whilst 
in other cases where they “ agreed to differ,”’ 
they did so without any ill-ieelings. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Looking thicugh the programme for the 
congress, he found a truly formidable list 
of resolutions to be proposed and seconded. 
First and foremost was the old question of 
the inspection system. Would there ever 
be an inspection system which, whilst doing 
all that the Ministry, on behalf of the publie, 
required, would also be popular with every 
single teacher? He was inclined to think 
not, but was prepared to give full considera- 
tion to any suggestions for improvement 
which might be put forward. He was always 
willing to consider, the teachers’ point of 
view, and to do anything he could to meet 
it, consistent with the Ministry's duty to the 
public. (Applause. ) 

PUBLIC CONFIDENCE 

There was one thing about which they 
could congratulate themselves, and that was 
the confidence with which the public regarded 
the standard achieved in Ulster public 
elementary schools, if one might judge by 
the absence of that criticism which was so 
prevalent in the Press with regard to 
elementary education in other parts of the 
British Isles. (Applause.) One of the resolu- 
tions referred to the effect of amalgamation 
on the teachers of the superseded schools, 
Whilst prepared to admit that a certain 
amount of disturbance in vested interests was 
a possible result of amalgamations, it must not 
be forgotten that they resulted in the creation 
of more responsible and better paid posts, 
which must be off-set against the possible 
disturbance. In all the cases of amalgamation 
in the City of Belfast, where progress in 
this direction had been greatest, no difficulty 
had been experienced in securing the re- 
employment of the existing staffs of the 
superseded schools by the Edtcation 
Authority. This could be regarded as another 
evidence of the public confidence in element- 
ary school teachers. (Applause.) 

The first two resolutions on the 
gramme dealt with the question of com- 
pulsory attendance. He regretted to say 
that the percentage of attendance was not 
nearly so high as he should like to see it. 
The first resolution attributed the blame 
to remissness on the part of those respon- 
sible for enforcing the provisions of the 
Act, but it was only just to say that when 
prosecutions had been brought to court 
the magistrates in some cases seemed te 
have taken a rather lenient view of the 
offence. The fundamental cause of the 
failure to secure the maximum percentage of 
attendance was the fact that eatalation in 
this direction was to a certain extent in 
advance of public opinion—public opinion 
was not yet educated to the necessity for 
compulsory education. Until it was so edu- 
cated, he was afraid they would not achieve 
the full benefit of the statutory provision 
made. For this reason he thought the time 
had not yet arrived for the reduction of the 
compulsory attendance age to five years, 
which was advocated in their second resolu- 
tion, apart from the practical difficulties 
which could be urged against the step at the 
present moment. 

THE TRANSFER OF SCHOOLS. 

Coming to the question of the transfer of 
schools from private mapagement to the 
local education authorities under the Act, 
progress was slew, but, on the other hand, it 
was coptinuous, and from day to day more 
schools were coming under the authority of 
the Education Committees. It must be re- 
membered that there was nothing in the 
Education Act which forced the transfer of 
schools. It was perfeetly open to managers 
oí voluntary schools to retain their schools 
under their control if they se desired—pro- 
vided, of course, that they conformed to cer- 
tain standards, and that the continued exist- 
ence of the schools was economically jysti- 
fiable. The system provides for both volun- 
tary schools and schools controlled by the 
local authorities, and whilst this was so—and 
he saw no reason why it should not he so— 
they must leave the speeding up of transfers 
to an enlightened public opinion, They could 
rest assured the Ministry would do all in 
its pewer to facijitate transfers, and do away 
with any misunderstandings or misgivings 
which might have hitherto impeded progress 
in this direction. (Applause.) 

He coyld claim that the Act has been an 
unqualified success from the point of view of 
the children—and, after all, were these not 
the reason for which they al! existed, whether 
as Ministers of Education, managers, Regional 
Committees, or teachers. Who could deny 
that the magnificent new schools which were 
heing built, the medical services which were 
coming into being, the scholarships which had 
been established under the new régime, 
afforded facilities for the children which were 
impossible before? ({Applause.) The new 
svsiem must also prove to be an advantage 
to the teacher. In the old days the difficul- 
ties in the way of a teacher wishing ‘to 
change from ove school to another often pre- 
vented him from doing so. with the result 
that he remained jn a school unsuited to him 
rather tuan risk resigning his appointment. 
Where a teacher was employed by an Ednca- 
{ion Authority having many schools under its 
control, those difficylties would not exist, and 
this was bound to result in greater fluidity, 
greater opportunities for jater-change between 
one school and another, which, he was sure, 
would be welcome to the teachers. Ap 
plause.) Teachers of exceptional merit would 
also have opportunities for promotion te large 
schools in a way which was impossible when 
every school was under separate management. 

CIVIC WELCOME. 

A eivie welcome vis accorded the delegates 
when the Mayor (Senator Dudley E. DB. 
M‘Corkell, M.B.E.), presided at the opening 
SESSION. 

Addressing the delegates, Senator M‘Corkell 
said that he weleomed them, first, as Mayor 
of a city permeated with the history of the 
past and, he believed, pregnant with the 
history of the future. While that which was 
past was enshrined in the memory, they must 
see that the future should be as rich in 
the arts of peace as was the past in feats 
of arms, and he knew of no profession which 
could me more helpful in that respect thap 
the profession of teaching. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. J. J. V. Reyd, B.A., in his presiden- 
tial address, said the problems which faced 
them immediately after the passing of the 
Education Act was still with them, a few 
of them, it was true, in a less aggravated 
form, but all of them were still waiting » 
final solution, Very real progress had 
heen made in certain directions. One of 
the greatest necessities still was the provision 
of properly-equipped schoo] buildings, and jn 
Belfast, where that need reached its most 
acute form, the authorities were fast 
appresching the time when they would he 
able to point to their schools as amongst the 
most modern and hest equipped in the kine- 
dom, and capable of accommodating all pupils 
of scheol-going age in the area. 

In the region outside Belfast it was not 
ta he expected that progress in school build- 
ings and matters of existing schools could he 
so rapid. In cases of amalgamation such as 
were anticipated the Ulster Teachers’ Union 
asked that all the teachers concerned should 
be secured as to their emoluments and status, 
and that no teacher should be allowed to 
suffer through circumstances ever which they 
had no control. 

Another department in which progress had 
heen made was that of medica] inspection. 
No part ef the work for which the educa- 
tion authorities were responsible was 
calculated to give a better return for the 
expenditure involyed than that dealing with 
the health and well-beigg of the children. 
Closely allied to the question of medica! treat- 
ment was the necessity for providing fer 
afflicted and mentaliv-deficient children. A 
recent investigation had revealed that snch 
children were more numerous than it hae 
heen thought. Three years ago Lord 
Craigavon stated that the Government war 
quite determined that everv Ulster child 
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climbing to the top of the ladder through 
the primary and secondary schools to the 
University if necessary. During 1927—the 
last year for which statistics were available— 
23,710 pupils left public elementary schools, 
and during that same year 129 scholarships to 
secondary schools were awarded. That was 
to say, that scholarships were provided fo: 
little more than half per cent. of the pupi's 
leaving elementary schools, and by no 
sible stretch of imagination could they be 
regarded as giving equality of opportunity to 
all pupils. 


POVERTY SHOULD BE NO BAR. 

“If our young people” declared the 
President, “are to take their place in the 
world for which their intelligence and natural 
gifts fit them, they must not be denied the 
opportunity of developing those gifts to the 
uttermost, no matter what the financial posi- 
tion of their parents may be. Poverty should 
be no bar.”’ pé 

Among the very few avenues to higher 
education open to the poor man’s child there 
was none which had proved such a boon as 
the Ministry's system of junior pupil teacher. 
ships, which were in reality scholarships at 
secondary schools for selected elementary 
school pupils. There was much room for 
criticism also in the manner in which the 
compulsory attendance clauses in the Educa. 
tion Act were being administered. The work 
of attendance officers couid be greatly facili- 
tated by making each officer responsible 
for all the pupils attending schools im his 
area instead of as at present making him 
responsible only for pupils residing in his 
area. Another aspect of the attendance 
problem that needed to be looked into was 
the attendance of pupils who were near the 
compulsory limits of age. At both ends 
there was a serious leakage. 


THE TRANSFER OF SCHOOLS. 

Dealing with the transfer of schools, the 
President said that unless progress in transfer 
became much more rapid it would be many 
years before the children of the province 
would be able to enjoy the full benefit of 
the Education Act. Anyone who looked at 
the vast improvement in secondary schools 
which had been transferred to or provided 
by the education authority, and compared 
the conditions under which pupils worked in 
such schools with the conditions prevailing 
in most voluntary schools, must be convinced 
of the folly of refusing to transfer for what 
he believed to be a groundless fear of the 
schools becoming secularised. 

So far as teachers had been able to judge, 
the working of the Act had not yet revealed 
any grave defects. If all interested parties 
lent a hand in helping to devejop to the 
fullest the possibilities contained within the 
Act they would be rendering a much greater 
service to the community than by clamouring 
about facts which existed largely in the 
imagination ef those who were making the 
erjticisms,

BAD METHODS IN THE 
SCHOOLS. 

An address by Professor J. E. Marcault 
at the Conference of Women Teachers at 
Malvern yesterday touched upon psychological 
factors in education, which not only affected 
the moral development of a child, but the 
development of geniys in embryo. 

‘‘Jt is because the education of the self 
through the emotions is negleeted by our 
schools that so many difficulties eecur in 
after life,” he said. ‘* There are countryside 
peasants who are aristocrats of the soul, and 
vet not cultured intellectually. They are 
moral geniuses, whatever the culture of their 
minds.” 

Humanity would have been destrovad by 
the education given in the past if teachers 
had not managed to give some true education 
in spite of the slaughtering methods employed 
by forcing the most advanced of our classes 
to mark time until they had been caught up 
by the slowest. 

‘“By forcing the bright to wait for the 
dull to reach their level we have slaughtered 
our geniuses. It is only by individual educa- 
tion of that which is only present in the 
brightest that we can educate our geninses 
to genius ”’

NATIONAL UNION OF TEACHERS’ 
OPINION. 


No denominational teaching in schools pro- 
vided by public money. and no right of entry 
to representatives of the religious devomina- 
tions, were the main lines of a resolution 
carried with a show of deep and serious 
feeling by the National Union of Teachers’ 
Conference at Liandudno yesterday. 

A message from the King was received. 
thanking the Conference for their Joyal 
message and kind wishes. 

The Conference passed a resolution regret- 
ting that in its policy of reorganisation the 
Beard of Education perpetuated the existence 
of large classes in junior and infant schoels, 
and re-afirming the contention of the Con- 
ference. that no class in those schools should 
exceed forty. 
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ASHPITS ON THE STREETS. 
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A STRABANE NUISANCE. 


At the meeting of the Strabane Urban 
District Coyncil, the Chairman (Mr. George 
Boyle) complained of the nuisance arising 
from the dumping of ashpits on the streets 
of the town. He said that he was attending 
a funeral recently in the town, and the 
hearse had to pass along a narrow street, and 
it was with difficulty it could do so between 
the heaps of ashpit rubbish on either side 
of the street. Complaints had heen made to 
him on the matter, and requests for their 
removal. He was told that children played 
and trampled on this rubbish, and then 
returned to their homes with the refuse 
clinging to their boots. He was informed 
that the dumps were se many that the 
Council’s employés could not cope with them. 
The sanitary sub-officer said that on the 
occasion referred to he was unable te procure 
the required number of Council carts for the 
removal of these dumps. 

The Chairman said that the dumps could 
be cleared out of the houses and put on the 
streets for remeval early the next morning. 

Mr. Cecil Russell said that the people 
would have to be up all night to do that. 

The Chairman said that they must have 
better arrangements, for this was enough to 
ereate a plague in the town, and there was 
no reason why householders should not dump 
ashpits before midnight and have them 
cleared by the Council carts at 8 o'clock the 


following morning. 
The suggestion was agreed to,

The high charges for electricity for power 
and lighting purposes in Cork, which have 
attracted considerable publie interest here 
during the past few months, were ander dis- 
cussion at a meeting of the City Council 
to-day, the Lord Mayor, Mr. Sean French, 
T.D., presiding. A resolution ws adopted 
stating that, in the opinion of the members, 
and in view of the existing circunistances, 
the prices charged for private supplies were 
excessive, and calling for an immediate re- 
duction of 4d. per unit on the present charge 
of 7id. The acting-Town Clerk was em- 
powered, in the event of the demand being 
refused, to apply to the Free State Minister 
for Industry and Commerce for an investt- 
gation into the affairs of the Electric Light- 
ing Company. 

C‘ouncillor Sean O'Leary, who moved the 
resolution, said that, in the first place, Cork 
was supplied with electricity by the com- 
pany, which was a publi: company. In the 
second place, the Shannon Board, if it were 
to acquire the Cork plant, must purchase the 
whole of the company’s interests; and, in 
the third ease, the Electricity Supply Act, 
1927, laid down that in such cases the valua- 
tion for purchase should be based on its fair 
value as a going concern. 

RELEVANT FIGURES. 

Jt was obvious that whatever might be the 
price to the consumer at the time of the 
purehase must actually be the price in the 
future. It was customary for all large elec- 
tric supply undertakings to publish annually 
in the Electrical Press and other official pub- 
lication« the whole or the relevant figures, 
not merely of their trading, but of their 
year’s work. These facts were not made 
publicly available by the Cork Company, 
and it was, therefore, not possible to state, 
with the precision that would be possible in 
other cases, exactly the relation the prices 
charged hy the company for current in Cork 


bore to the price which should, under all the 
circumstances. be a reasonable charge for 
power and lighting in the city. The only 
information available was that of the balance 
sheet and the actual published prices of 
electricity. 

On tnese figures, and on the actual figures 
for other undertakings,of similar population 
and output, all that could be done was to 
show a prima facie case that Cork consumers 
were at present being overcharged. 

FACTS AND FIGURES. 

When the full facts and figures were made 
available by either the Shannon Board or the 
company it would be possible to answer pre- 
cisely questions the answers to which were 
now indeterminate. 

From the balance sheet for the year ended 
December 3ist, 1927, the total units used 
for lighting and power were 7,293,702. The 
price obtained was £91,972, or an average 
price for mixed lighting and power of 3.02 
per unit. The average of all British undertal.- 
ings showed that about 22 per cent. of the 
total output for lighting and power w: 
absorbed by lighting consumers. and the 
figure previously estimated for Cork of a 
per cent. was probably fairly close to the 
actual figure. 

Continuing, Councillor O'Leary = gave 
figures, from which he said that it weuld 
appear that the average Cork supply price, 
3.02d., was nearly double the average indus- 
try price of 1.65d. 

THE CITY HALL. 

It was decided that a general purposes 
committee, consisting of all the members of 
the Council, should meet at 7 p.m. on the 
first and third Tuesdays of each month, and 
that the ordinary meeting of the Council be 
held ence a month, on the fourth Tuesday, 
at 3 p.m. 

Several members alluded to the pressinc 
need in Cork for the reconstruction of the 
City Hall, and a committee was appointed 
te meet on next Thursday to consider tie 
question. 


NEW DERRY BRIDGE BILL. 
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COUNTY COUNCIL PROTEST. 


At a meeting of Donegal County Council 
the question of an opening span in the new 
Carlisle Bridge at Derry was again discussed. 

A letter was read from the Strahane Urban 
Council stating that the Couneil had con- 
sidered the County Surveyor’s letter regard- 
ing the opening spav, and had decided to 
take no action. 

Another letter was read from the Presi- 
dent’s office stating that, if the Couneal de- 
sired to take legal action in the matter of 
the Bridge Bill in the Northern Parliament, 
uo specific authorisation from the Executive 
Council was necessary tor the purpose. 

Captain Scott propesed that they enter an 
appearance in opposition to the bill going 
through, and that the Department in Dublin 
be interviewed. Without Government support 
it would be absolutely futile for the County 
Council to attempt to fight. Captain Hamii- 
ton seconded. 

Mr. Macreadie considered that to enter 
an appearance might be desirable, but it 
might at the same time land them in a bog. 
He suggested that a very emphatic protest be 
sent to the Executive Council, and to ask them 
to take up the case for the County Counc! 

The motion was carvied. 


TULLAMORE RATES. 


At Tullamore Urban Council meeting, Mr. 
Ljoyd referred to the irrecoverable arrears of 
rates, and asked if 1t were a fact that people 
who paid promptly had also te pay for those 
people who refused to pay. 

Mr. H. F. Brenan (Law Adviser)—They are 
liable in this way—that the rates are higher. 

Mr. Lloyd—That is very unfair. 

Mr. Brenan said that ali the necessary 
steps, including legal proceedings, had been 
taken to recover the amounts. The majority 
of those owing rates were people living in 
houses of under £5 valuation, and in these 
cases in future the landlord would have to 
pay the rates. 
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
